Representations Concerning Mer. 
Satolli’s Address False. 


An Attempt to Throw Suspicion on 
fArchbishop Kenrick and His Vicar. 


BETRAYAL OF THE SECRETS FALSELY 
CHARGED TO 8ST. LOUIS. 


The Papal Legate’s Alleréd Views Vindi- 
cating Archbishop Ireland’s Educa- 
tional Opinions Were Not Given Out 
From 8t. Louis as the Published Re- 
porte Indicate—By a Scheme the False 
Reports Were Spread Over the Country. 


What purports to be, and possibly is, the 
verbatim copy ofthe address of Archbishop 
Satolli before the recent archiepiscopal con- 
Clave in New York City was published this 
morning in various papers throughout the 
United States. 

Unwittingly the newspapers were parties 
to an imposition on their readers. The 
PoOst-DisPatcu to-day telegraphed its cor- 
respondents at Milwaukee, Chicago, Cincin- 
cinnati, New York, Philadelphia and other 

ints and learned thatthe address is pub. 

hed under a St. Louis date. and as eman- 
ating from this city in nearly every case, the 
Chicago Jribune using a New York date. 

This is a false representation. The news 
did not originate in St. Louls. Where it 
Originated is not known to the Post-DiIs- 
PATCH, but the fact that it did not 
originate in St. Louls but was in 
Chicago yesterday was communicated 
yesterday to many of the priests 
of this city by members of the Post-DIsPATCH 
staff endeavoring to get the facts concerning 
the address. 

The person most interested in the publica- 
tion of the address, if it was the sameas that 
published to-day, was Archbishop John Ire- 
land of St. Paul,who has been so uniformly 
fortunate in his various presentations to the 
public by the Associated Press. 

The intent ofthe misrepresentation of the 
origin of this news is doubtless to conceal the 
identity of the person who made it public. 
It is not improbable that the Chicago office of 
the Associate Press \ asalso imposed onand 
did suppose thatthe news originated in St. 
Louis—a fact which indirectly gives reason 
for the charge that Vicar-General Brady,who 
represented Archbishop Kenrick, had 
violated his obligation of secrecy or that 
the venerable Archbishop of St. Louis on re- 
ceiving the report from his Vicar-General had 
deliberately entered into a secret scheme to 
bbotray the secrets of the Archepiscopal con- 
Clave. The people of St. iouls will not ac- 
ceptthis latter suggestion. The first hy- 
pothesis gives the priestly opponents of the 
favored Vicar'Generalofst. Louls no cause 


for very deep sorrow. 

No matter who designed the scheme of giv- 
ing out the address the representation made 
by the distributing agency that it came from 
St. Louis last night was untrue. In pursu- 
ance of this misrepresentation the st. Louls 


morning papers publish it without date lines 
as originating in this city and the papers 
about the country print the address as under 
a St. Louts date line. The papers of the 
United Press inthe various cities ulso pre- 
sentthe address as coming from St. Louts. 
This association was furnished its copy by 
the Associated Press. 

**The pubiisked text of the address an 
undisguised approval of Archbishop Ire- 
jandad’s famous religto-publicschool system 
of education for the Catholic young. 

The pith of the alleged Satolli address is 
contained in the conclusion, which Is as fol 
lows: 

The adoption of one of the three plans is recoin- 
mended. the choice to be made according to local 
circumstances in the different States and various 
‘personal relations. 

The first consists in an agreement between the 
Bishop and the members of the School Koard, 
whereby they, inaspirit of fairne-s and good will, 
aliow the Catholicchildren to be assembled during 
irec time and tauglt the catechism It would also 
beof the greatest advantage if this plan were not 
confined to the primary schvols, bul were extended 
likewise to the high schools and colleges, in the 
form of a free iecture. 

The second—To have a catechism class outside the 
Public School building. and also classes of higher 
Christian doctrine, where, at fixed times, the Cath- 
olic children would assembie with diligence and 
pleasure, induced thereto by the authority of their 

areuts, the persuasion of their pastors and the 

ope of praise and rewards. 

The third plan does not seem at frstsight so suit- 
able, but is bound up more intimately with the duty 
of both parents and pastors. Pastors should un- 
ceasingly urge upon parents thar 
important duty, imposed both by 
an divine law, bringing up their 
ebildren in sound morality and Catholle faith. Ke - 
sides the instruction of children appertains tothe 
very essance of the pastoraicharge. Let the pastor 
ofsouls say to them withthe Apostie: ‘My littie 
children, of whomlI am in iabor again until 
Christ be formed in you.’ (Galatians 4, 19.) Let 
Let him have classes of childreniu the parish such 
as have been establi¢hed in KRoine and many other 
places, and even in churches in this 
country with very happy = results Nor 
let him, with littie prudence, show less love for the 
children that attend the = schools than for 
those that attend the parcchial schools; on the cone 
trary, stronger marks of loving solicitude are to be 
shown them; the Sunday-school and the hour for 
catechism should be devoted to them in aspecial 
manner. And to cultivate this fleld let the pastor 
call to hisaid other priests, even suitable members 
of the laity. —e ny is supremely nec-

James F. Laughlin, Chancellor of the 
Archdalocese of liadelphia, ina published 
interview some days ago most explicitly and 
definitely stated that such alone was the 
characterof the Monsignor’s mission. We 
may place implicit reliance on this declara- 
tion, for Dr. Laughlin would never have ven- 
upon a public statement to 
effect without accurate infor- 
His sources of information are 
moreover exceptional, for he stands very 
close to Archbishop Ryan, both officially and 
socially. We may rest assured therefore 
that what he said he said with full knowl- 
edge. Mgr. Satolil’s utterance on the school 
question has therefore no more weight than 
that ofa private opinion. The reason of this 
opinion is not so far to seek. Mgr. 
Satolli is a bosom (friend of Arch- 
bishop Ireland, whose liberal policy in 
school matters has been a prolific source of 
public agitation forthe past year. The re- 
cent exaggerated reports as tothe extent of 
Mgr. Satolli’s powers have no foundation in 
fact. Itisonly onthe score of this fiction 
that any authorative weight can be given to 
his address. Moreover his view is not the 
view ofa single archbishop in the country, 
with the exception of Archbishop Ireland. 
Indeed it may be called Archbishop Ireland’s 
view in the mouth of Mar. Satolli, for there 
is little doubt that it was simply in behalfof 
his grace of St. Paul that Mar. Satolli ad- 
dressed the recent conference on the school 
question. That view, itis evident, did not 
prevail in the meeting of the archbishops, as 
their published resolutions on this question 
piainly show. In fact it may be said that 
they entirely rejected that view. To this the 
resolutions themselves bear witness; for they 
openly and emphatically reaffirm the teach- 
ing of the Baltimore Councils. Besides this 
Archbishop Ryan of Philadelphia in the 
Catholic Standard of thatcity of Dec. 3 pub- 
lished an open letter wherein he distinctly 
repudiated the liberal interpretation of the 
archbishops’ resolution, which has been cfr: 
culating through the puDlic press, however, 
and states that the resolutions of the arch- 
bishops were copied verbatim from the 
resolutions of hls own archdiocese upon the 
same question. 

**Mer. Satolli’s view is right in the teeth of 
the teaching of popes, councils and Catholic 
philosophy, hence his declaration that ‘ab- 
solutely and unt!versally speaking there is no 
repugnance in their learning the 
first elements in the higher 
branches of the arts and the 
natural sciences inthe public schools con- 
trolled by the State,’ is opposed to ail 
Catholic teaching on the subject. The very 
opposite is the Catholic doctrine. The 
opinion mel her ee by Mgr. Satol.l is con- 
demned jn the forty-seventh and forty-eighth 
propositions of the Syllabus of Pius IX. The 
followiug is the forty-eighth proposition 
condemned in the Syllabus, viz., that 
**Catholics may approve of asystem of educa- 
tion unconnected with Catholic faith and the 
power ofthe church, and which regards the 
knowledge of merely natural things, and on- 
ly, Or at least primarily, the ends of social 
life.’’ Leo XILI, says that ‘*the church has 
always openly condemned those schools 
which are called mixed or  neutral.’’ 
The Council of Baltimore is too well 
known to regulre citation on this subject. It 
mostemphatically rejects the doctrine that 
education in the higher or the lower 
branches can be divorced from religion and 
most definitively declares that for this very 
reason Catholics must erect schools of their 
own to preserve Catholic children from the 
pernicious effects of such education. 

‘*Aarchbishop Ireland has sought to thrust 
his view upon the hierarchy for some time 
back, but without success. Mer. Satolli’s 
presence In this country as the Pope’s repre- 
sentative at the World’s Fair does not aa- 
vance his cause one jot or tittle,and the pub- 
lic impression, created by a diligent use of the 
public press, that Mgr. Satollihas power or 
authority to settle the school controversy 
does not in the leastaffect the merits ofthe 
case. The Catholic teaching stands where

it has always stood, and Mer. Satolli’s opin- 
ion in belhalf of Archbishop Ireland need not 
cause the slightest confusion in the 
minds of Catholics, when it is 
clearly understood that the Monsignor’s 
mission has nothingto do with the school 
question, and that lis addressis onlya pri- 
vate plea in behalf of a friend. To this add the 
fact that the Archbishops refused to enter- 
tain this view foraninstant, for they could 
not have accepted it without stuitifying 
themselves, and we havea just estimate of 
the value of Mar. Satolli’s utterance.’’ 


Cleveland’s Fine Armory in a Mass of 
Ruins. 

CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 8.—The Long Street 
Armory was completely burned tothe ground 
this forenoon. Fire broke out at 10:40 o’clock 
and quickly spread throughout the building. 
A quantity of gunpowder for the use ofthe 
artillery and fixed ammunition for the 
infantry was stored in the building 
which was a large two-story brick. When 
the fames reached the powder there came a 
terrible explosion which tumbled the walls 
into the street, completely burying a fire 


steamer under a plle of heated brick and 
probably destroying it. The flames com- 
municated to the Central Police Station, 
and the prisoners and records were 
removed to places of security. The fire 
was prevented from spreading and the police 
station, which ts a veritable rat-hole, was 
saved. Afteran hour’s hard work the fire 
was under control. NO one was injured. 
That it did not spreadto adjacent buildings 
is a wonder, as a high wind has been blowing 
allthe morning. The Armory was owned by 
the city and cost to build about $50,000. It is 
a total loss.

STEEL ROOFING PLANT. 
CANTON, O., Dec. 8.—The works of the Can- 
ton Steel Roofing Co., the largest in the coun- 
try, were totally destroyed by fire last night, 
the loss being $100,000. The flames spread to 


the Cantan Tile Works, which were also de- 
stroyed. The loss there is $25,000. A number 
of surrounding buildings were badly dam- 
aged. ‘The fire started from an explosion of 
gasoline in the paint shop of the steel roofing 


company.

The fire had been. burning for a week 
and the cargo was much damaged. The 
flames were subdued after her arrival at St. 
Michaels and thecargo is being discharged 
as rapidly as possible.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 7.—There is a 
growing belief that the destruction of the 


Ledger Bullding was the work of an incendl- 
ary. A thorough investigation ofthe matter 
will be made.

Rock Island Railway Telegraphers 
Ordered on Strike. 


THE WALE-OUT NOT SERIOUSLY IMPED- 
ING BUSINESS. 


Trouble Extends From Chicago to the 
Rocky Mountains — Chief Ramsey 
Issues the Command to Quit From Chi- 
cago—The Movement Not General— 
Other Labor News. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Dee. 8.—Five hundred and 
seventy-five telegraphers out of a total num- 
ber of 635 employed onthe Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific Road stopped work promptly 
at 10 o’clock this morning in obedience to the 
order of Grand Chief Ramsey of the Order of 
Railway Telegraphers. S8o say the repre- 
sentatives of the telegraphers at their 
headquarters in the Palmer House. 
General Manager St. John of the 
Rock Island road, however, ridicules 
this statement and says he has no advice of 
any of the men having goneout. He says he 
notices no difference whatever in the opera- 
tion of the Rock Island system, and belittles 
the value of the’operators’ services by claim- 
ing that the company could easily get along 
with one-third of the force that was on duty 
yesterday. 

General Superintendent 
said thisafternoon: ‘*‘We are having abso- 
lutely notrouble over this strike at all. The 
trains are running on time, reports are com. 
ing in regularly and there has been no inter- 
ruption of our telegraphic service. Of the 600 
men employed by us I doubt ifeven 100 went 
out.’’ The superintendent said that every 
operatorin this city wasat his instrument 
and had no notion of striking. 

By noon messages began to come tothe 


operators" headquarters bearing news of 
walkouts along the line. 

‘*Our reports from along the line are as yet 
rather crude,’’ said’ one of the officers 
of the local lodge of the oO. 
R. T., ‘‘but I can truthfully say that 
nearly every one of our 575 men left work 
to-day. That leaves the company sixty men 
for the system. We fear nothing from the 
commercial operators, who can !1ll afford to 
be called | ‘‘scabs., The situation really 
looks bright forus. Oprerators are scarce in 
the West, and the demand 1s greater than the 
supply.’’ 

General Manager St. John still claims that 
the committee of the telegraphers Isa self- 
appointed one, and does not represent a ma- 
jority of the telegraphers employed by the 
Rock Island Road. 

**We certainly will refuse to treat witha 
self-appointed committee that does not rep- 
resent a majority.’’ said he. ‘‘If they can, 
atany time, show that they do represent a 
majority. we will treat with them until 
doomsday, if necessary,as we have always 
done. That we do not miss the men who have 
left their keys 1 will prove to you if you choose 
to send a@ message toapny Western Union 
station on our line, with orders to have it re- 

eated via Hock Isliand wireto this office. 

he answer will await you here. 

Mr. St. John belleves that many of the 
operators will fulfilltheir obligation to the 
oO. R. T. Dy going owt to-day and then resign 
from the order and returnto work to-mor- 
row. 

This morning, speaking of the . result 
of the  telegraphers’ conference with 
the. Rock Island officials, Grand Chief Tel- 
egrapher Ramgey said: 

‘*This strike is more for'principle than 
anything else. The Rock Island road Is the 
only prominent road in the country that has 
refused to recognize us. More than thirty of 
the leading rallroads have signed onr agree- 
ment and recognize theo. kK. T., and have 
willingly conceded its right to draw upa 
schedule of wages,to submit rules and agree- 
ments, the same as has been accorded tothe 
trainmen, switchmen and engineers. The 
operators on. the Rock Island wish to be 
placed in the same position as those on the 
other lines. 

‘*The chief cause of this strike, however, Is 
the action of the officials of the Burlington, 
Cedar Rapids & Northern road. We had 
trouble on that linea shorttime ago, but it 
was patched up after awhile. Afterl had 
signed an agreeinent promising to call the 
strike off, the management, by some arti- 
fice, did not sign the same agreement that I 
did, and declared the agreement no good. 
They published thisinthe papers and had it 
sent alloverthe country, by this means try- 
ing to injure our order. The Burlington, 
Cedar Rapids & Northern road is controlled 
by the Rock Island, and this accounts for the 
enmity tous. I Know it to bea fact that for 
some time past the Burlington, Cedar Rapids 
& Northern has been hiring operators for the 
Rock Island in anticipation of this trouble.

AT DAVENBORT. 

DAVENPORT, Io., Dec. 8.—Vice-President 
Kimball of the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
road said atnoon to-day that the telegra- 
phers’ strike would not seriously interfere 
with the use of the wires for train work on 
the Iowa division fromthe Mississippi River 
to Council Bluffs as not more than 
twelve operators have left their 
keys, while on the southwest 
division from Davenport to Kansas City 
fifteen or twenty may have gone out. Trains, 
he said, are moving $s dagen ts & Vice-Presi- 
dent Kimball says thatthe strike will not be 
general west of the Mississippi River and 
that none of the despatchers will join the 
ranks. The Davenport dispatcher is making 
atripoverthe Southwestern lines learning 
the situation and putting on men where the 
operators have struck. 


IN OKLAHOMA. 

Ext RENO, 0. T., Dec. 8.—The members of 
the O. R. T. employed upon this end ofthe 
Rock Island road left thelr keys promptly at 
10 o’clock to-day. They feel very indignant 


at the action of the companyin nottreating 
with thelr commitee regarding the scale of 
waces adopted by the order. 


The railroad company has induced the train. 


dispatchers to remain at their posts. From 
Herrington, Kan., to Red River, O. T., the 
present terminus of the road, outside of the 
train dispatchers, only two operators remain 
at work and both are said to be incompetent. 
The operators are a determined set of 
men on this end or the line 
and are first-class men and 
it will be almost impossible for the railroad 
to replace them or run their trains in the 
movement of the vast volume of business in 
this territory at this season. Sympathy has 
already begun to assert itself among the 
citizens and frontiersmen of th's country, 
and it ts likely that non-union men will have 
a hard time if they attempt to take the 
strikers’ places.

One of the 
strikers here sald: ‘One hundred and 
thirty-seven operators out of a possible 200 
are out and wi/lstay out until ordered back.’’ 
General Superintendent Dunlap of the Rock 
Island sald: ‘‘1 don’t Know how many oper- 
ators are out. We were expecting the 
strike and wers prepared for it by 
having men rea to take the places 
ofalilstrikers. T men have no grievances 
of their own.’’ Tits last statement was de- 
nied by a striker, Whosaild: ‘*We want bet- 
ter wages. Santa #e and Union Pacific men 
get $80 for the sam@ work we do for $50.’’ 


ALL BUT FOUR. 
OMAHA, Neb., Dec. 8.—With the exception 


offour operators every telegrapher em- 
ployed by the Rock Island ip Nebraska 
went out this morning at 10:30 o’clock in re- 
sponse to the order of Chief Ramsey. A large 
number of operators have been sent out to 
take the places of strikers, but the new men 
are not yet at work. 


DID NOT MATERIALIZE. 
Kansas Ciry, Mo., Dec. 8.—The strike of 
the telegraphers on the Rock Island road 
hasnot yet materializedin thiscity. At 1 
o’clock the operators were at work and there 
seem tobe no present indicationthat they 
would desert thelr keys. 


AT WIOHITA, 

Wicuita, Kan., Dec. 8.—The Rock Island 
telegraphers on this division, with the ex- 
ception of train dispatchers, left their keys 
at 10 o’clock this morning in accordance with 
instructions from Chief Ramsay. The opera- 
tors who have not complied with the orders 
are those stationed at Hayesville, Antelope 
and one at the depot here. 


DISOBEYED THE ORDER. 

DENVER, Colo., Dec. 8.—The order issued 
by the Orderof Rallway Telegraphers order- 
ing all operators on the line of the Rock 
Island road to go out at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing was not obeyed to any extent in Colorado. 
Allthe men in Denver offices remained at 
their keys and will mot go out. Atother 
offices as far east as Limon no men have quit 
work except at Colorado Springs, where te 
day man refused to accept messages. lie 
was relieved at noonanda new man put in 
his place, 

NO SERIOUS INTERFERENCE. 

DES MOINes, lo., Dec, 8.—The operators on 
the Rock Island went out this morning at 10 
o’clock. Operators have been obtained for 
important points. Theofficials of the road 
are hunting fcr operators to send to the 
small stations, but they are very hard to get, 
as most operators sympathize with the strik- 
ingmen. Supt. Stiilwellofthe Rock Island 
Says that there has bepn no serious inter- 
ference with the running of trains except 
special freight. The nember of operators on 
the line number about 20 and nearly all are 
out. The strikers are as confident as the 
railroad officials.

FLOUR MOTH. 


Queer Pest That Troubles the San Fran- 
cisco Mills. 

San FRANCISCO, Cal., Dec. 8.—A morning 
paper has been investigating. the subject of 
the presence in the flour mills of this city and 
State of the Mediterranean flour moth, and It 
declares that it has already become an 
alarming pest, resulting in the loss of thou- 
sands of dollars toanumber of large estab- 
lishments, and that will result in still greater 
loss before very long. The statements are 
based mainly upon interviews with 
Ww. G. Johnson, prefessor of ento- 
mology in the Stanford University, 
and with a number of flour manufac: 


turers. They state that there is hardly a 
mill in the State which ts not affected by the 
moth andthat all efforts to eradicate it have 
been unsuccessful. The moth ts continually 
spinning strands of silk in great quantities, 
which not only get into the flour but also clog 
the machinery so badly that the millers are 
Obliged to shut down temporarily. Prof. 
Johnson, who has madeacareful study of 
the subject, says he has discovered that the 
moth propagates more rapidly in this climate 
than in Canada, the Eastern States or other 
colder countries where it has appeared. He 
expects that thejdisastrous effects of this moth 
will be very apparent in nearly all the mills 
of the state before the end of another year.

Bloody Midnight Tragedy on the Streets 
fof Macon. 


JOHN GRIFFITH SHOT TO DEATH BY 
CASH TINSLEY. 


Inquiry Into the Mysterious Death of 
Elia Newton— Case of dJustifiable 
Homicide in Tennessee ~ Express 
Robber Bagley Pieads Guilty—Storey- 
Moulton Murder—Misoellaneous Crime

Macon, Ga., Dec. 8.—‘“‘If I die, boys, it was 
Cash Tinsley who done it.’’ The last words 


spoken by John Griffith are here recorded. 
He died at 2:80 o’clock this 
morning. Grimfith was shot through 
the heart by Cash Tinsley, the proprietor of 
the Casino saloon on Fourth street, shortly 
after midnight last night. A knife in his hand 
and his announced intention of killing the 
man who shot him, will be sufficient grounds 
for a strong defense on the grounds that 
Tinsley fired the fatal shot for self- 
protection. At the time the shots 
were fired Oflicer Grace was on 
duty at the City Hail only about 200 feet 
away. He heard Grimth calling Tinsley out 
of the bar and cursing him. Almost immedl- 
ately afterwards two shots in quick succes- 
sion were fired and in a few seconds a 
number of officers were on the spot. 
The wounded man was lying onthesteps of 


the saloon with his head hanging over the 
sidewalk. He was groaning and was evi- 
dently ina bad way. The officers picked him 
up and brought bim to the surgeons 
at the station. Tinsley at the same 
time the officers arrived walked out of 
the saloon, stated that he had shot Griffith in 
self-defense and was readyto give himself 
up. He was taken toa celland locked up. 
While the unfortunate man was dying his 
wife came and her cries were most pathetic. 
He was quite unconscious, however, and 
never spoke after he told who had killed him. 


HELD FOR MURDER, 


THREE MEN CHARGED WITH THE KILLING OF 
MISS ELLA NEWTON. 

New YorK, Dec. 8.—Three men suspected 
of the murder of Ella Newton, whose body 
was found in Long Island Sound, are in cus- 
tody at Mount Vernon to-day. Their guilt 
was not established by the investigation of 
the Coroner, but ample facts are brought cut 
to warrant their detention. Miss Newton’s 
body was discovered Monday. When first 
taken out of the water the remains could not 
be identified. 

Judging from its appearance the body 
couldn’t have been in the water longer than 
twenty-four hours. The woman’s face looked 
natural. She haa rosy cheeks, a fine mouth 
andasharpnose. Her features were very 


distinct., The woman did not look to be more 
than 20 years of age. Her dark hair was 
hanging loose over her shoulders. It was 
long and silken. The body was dressed ina 
dark brown well-fftting tallor-made dress. 
The skirt and waist were made of 
the same material. Her underclothing was 
white and of good material. The edges of 
the underskirts were embroidered with white 
silk. she woreacorset beneath the waist. 
She wore long black woolen stockings anda 
pair of new lace shoes of a very good quality. 
There was noshawl or wrap about the body. 
A small medal, suchas worn by Catholics, 
attached toa biack silk band, was about the 
neck. 

When the body was brought ashore there 
was a heavy sash cord tied about the wom- 
an’s walst. The rope was drawn very 
tightly. Oneendof it wastiedin a number 
of Knots neur the middle of the watst. The 
loose end ofthe rope was about three feet 
long. The rope was tied around two large 
stones. The stones were securely fastened. 

Tuesday George Newton, a merchant tallor 
of 1787 Tenth avenus, New York, went to 
Mount Vernon and positively identified the 
body. He believes his daughter was decoyed 
to some lonely spotand killea. She had been 
missing from her home since Sunday. 

She was only 19 years old, and petite and 
pretty. Herfather has ascertained that she 
spent Sunday nightatthe house ofan uncle 
on Seventh avenue, and thatshe left there 
early Monday morning for Mount Vernon. So 
farashe knows she had no reasonto take 
her own life. She had no lovers, her father 
said,and he Knew of no reason why sre 
should commit suicide, and he could not ac- 
count for her leaving home. 

This morning Coroner Drew made another 
arrest. He went to the house of Mrs. 
Meyers, the Woman who Keeps the intelll- 
gence office where Ella Newton applied for 
help to securea situation last Monday, and 
arrested Mrs. Meyers’ son James on sus- 
picion of having committed the crime. 

The Coroner believes that Meyers saw the 
girl at his mother’s place and followed her to 
the water side, where hetried to assault her 
and that he murdered her, either withor 
withoot assistance ofthe hegroes who were 
arrested last night. Itis expected that one 
of the colored men will confess. 


STOREY-MOULTON TRAGEDY. 
SEATILE, Wash., Dec. 8.—Further develop- 
mentsin remgardtothe murderof Mrs. M. 
S. Storey, and the suicide of Charles R. 
Moulton, show that he had persecuted her 
for years. She endeavored to avold him, 
and on the afternoon before the tragedy her 
little son heard her say to Moulton: ‘‘I will 
not listen to such language from 


you, sir.’’ Moulton’s family are 
wealthy residents of Portland, Me., his 
father having been knownas the Duke of 
Portland. Young Moulton came to California 
three years ago with $150,000, After staying 
there acouple of years he came to Puget 
Sound, andit is thought spent mostof his 
money. Mrs. Storey was the daughter of 
Rev. ©. C. Johnson, Episcopal minister at 
Windsor, Ontario. She was married to Geo. 
N. Storey in 1878. She left her husband and 
came to Vancouver, British Columbia, three 
years ago, and from there to Seattle, where 
she obtained a divorce. She has since lived 
here teaching music. Her beauty and ac- 
complishments won her many friends. 


ON SUSPICION OF MURDER. 
MOUNT VERNON, N. Y., Dec, 8.— Before day- 
light this morning, Coroner Drew, accom- 
panied by Detective Moore, went to the house 
of Mrs. Meyers, the woman who keeps the 
intelligence office at which Ella Newton 


applied for the address of some one wanting 
a nurse-girl, and arrested Mrs. Meyers’ son, 
James, on suspicion of having muriered 
Ella Newton. Meyers was locked up at Police 
Headquarters. Coroner Drew thinks that 
Meyers saw the girl at his mother’s place and 
followed her and enticed herto East Chester, 
where he tried to assault her. It is also be- 
lieved that he murdered her, either with or 
without the assistance ofthe negroes who 
were arrested, and thatafter she was dead 
they threw her into the water.

BUSINESS FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 
LARGELY INCREASED. 


Southern War Claims Burdening the Of- 
fice—Amendmoents to Statutes Recom- 
mended—Statement of Expenses—Laws 
Bearing on the Great Corporations— 
Congressional Proceedings. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 8.—Atty.-Gen. 
Miller has made a report to Congress in re- 
gard to the business of the Department of 
Justice during the last fiscal year, showing 
that the business of the department is con- 
tinually and largely increasing. This in- 
crease, he says, is most noticeable inthe 
business before the Court of Claims. The 
reference to that court, for investigation and 
findings, Of claims forthe taking and injury 
to property of persons assuming to have 
been loyal during the war, such claims being 
already between 9,000 and 10,000in number 
and in amount aggregating nearly 
$400 ,000, 000, and still more recently, 
the duty imposed upon that court of 
trying claims for Indian depredations, such 
ciaims already filed being over 8,000 in num- 
ber and ageregating over $33,000,000,fare very 
suggestive of the growth ofthe department. 
He reviews briefly the work of the United 
States Supreme Court and says he is glad to 
be able to report that, as the result of the 
organization of the Circult Court of Appeals, 
the number of cases in the Supreme Court is 
being reduced. He also refers tothe business 
before these circuit courts and suggests 
that some provision be enacted by Con- 
gress for the-payment of district attorneys 
for services in these courts, so that it will 
not be left to the discretion of the Attorney- 
General. The necessity for such discretion- 
ary action, he says, ought to be, by legisla- 
tion, reduced tothe minimum. The whole 
subject of the management of the Govern- 
ment’s business inthe Circuit Courts of Ap- 
peals ought to have the careful attention of 
Congress. 

In regard to the business of the Court of 
Private Land Claims, he says that there have 
been filed in that court since its organization 
a total of forty-three cases, in forty-two of 
which the Government is defendant; in one 
plaintif®. Of these cases thirty-seven are 
from New Mexico and three from Arizona. 
The total number of acres of land claimed in 
the New Mexican grants aggregates 2,629,051 


acres; in Arizona grants, 67,395. f these 
cases,seven have boven tried and final decrees 
of confirmation rendered covering j 268,363 
acres.

SPECIAL INSURANCE RATES 


Vice-President EKlapetsky Says That in

A motion was made toinstruct 
the Chairman to appoint a committee of 
three towait upon the ministers of the city 
and request them to preach a sermon against 
Sunday shaving. ‘ihe barbers want the 
preachers to deliver these sermons on the 
same day, so as to make a con- 
certed movement to arouse public 
sentiment in favor of the closing 
of the shaving places onthe Sabbath, The 
motion prevailed and President Meyers ap- 
pointed Wm. M. Braund, J, E. Burtless and 
T. B. Button to serve on the committee. Be- 
fore the convention adjourns it is probable 
resolutions wil? be passed. calling upon other 
labor organizations to use thelr influence 
with representatives in the State Legislature 
to secure a law making it a’ misdemeanor to 
carry on the barbers’ business*on Sunday.

Therefore, we 
think it reasonable that we should be charged 
less for life insurance tnan the others. e- 
sides we shave lots of these other tradesmen 
andthere is another element of danger to 
their lives.’’

80 Says Judge Morris About Mr. John 
Hill’s House. 


AN IMPORTANT DECISION RELATIVE TO 
THE BUILDING LINE ON BOULEVARDS. 


The First District Police Court Judge 

Decides That the City Has the Power 
to Fix a Building Limit on Streets 
Dedicated for Boulevard Purposes— 
Law on the Subject. 


It is not often the district police courts are 
called upon to pass upon a question of great 
moment tothe community while punishing 
violations of the city ordinances but once in 
@While there comes a defendant who is 
charged with violating an ordinance in 
whose case the decision involves thousands 
ofdollars. Such is the case of John Hill, the 
contractor who hasan office at 804 Olive 
Street and who ownsa lotonthe north side 
of Forest Park boulevard, between Cabanne 
and Vandeventer avenues. He has erecteda 
cheap two-story building onthe lot, within 
ten feet of the building line. An ordi- 
nance was passed by the Municipal 
Assembly a few years ago making that thor- 
OUghfare a boulevard such as Lindell boule- 
vard is now, and restricting the owners of 
property onthe street from building their 
houses within forty fect of the building line. 
This ordinance was passed atthe request of 
@ majority of property owners on the street 
between Grand avenue and King’s highway. 
After the passage of the ordinance the prop- 
erty owners went to great expense in grading 
their property and havingthe street made 
witha strip of grass plot or terrace in the 
Centeranda roadway on either side, It is 
mot stated whether Hill bought this 
‘lot before the passage of the ordinance 
or after, but as he owns it now 
he is supposed to be subject to the 
restrictions of the ordimance. For some 
private reason of his own he constructed a 
house within ten feet of the sidewalk in 
direct violation of the ordinance, and the 
building is of a character not contemplated 
to decorate a beautiful boulevard such as the 
Forest Park terrace will be in a few years. 
His neighbors were aroused and ordereda 
police officer to summon Hill into court for 
violating a city ordinance, and the officer 
Gidso. Hill, through his attorneys, Collins 
& Jamison, set upa defense, saying the or- 
dGinance conflicted with the constitutionof 
the State, as it interfered witha property 
owner’s rights to use his property as he saw 
fit. Thecasehas attracted the attention of 
the real estate fraternity and owners of prop- 
erty on boulevards and ‘‘places’’ for the 
reason that if Hill succeeds in winning his 
suit there will be no security for the boule. 
vard system which is now being planned. 
Hill made no defense in court, but replied 
with a demarrer, and to-day Judge Morris 
overruled it. Realizing the importance of 
the subject the Judge spent a week or more 
trying to find a precedent on which to base a 
decision, but as the boulevards of St. Louis 
are still young, and as the restrictions have 
never been contested, he could find no decis- 
ion and was left to construe the law himself.) 

His decision is the result of long search,and 
as it is the first on this important matter it 

TR taken as acriterion of how the case 
will fare when it.reaches the higher courts, 
where it will undoubtedly be taken. In over- 
ruling the demurrer this myrnivg, Judge 
Morris said:

20, 2land 80 ofthe Constitution of Mis- 
souri in so far as said act and said ordinance 
based thereon attempt toestablish a build- 
ing line and prohibit the owners of property 
fronting on Forest vark boulevard from 
erecting buildings or improvements within 
forty feet of the north orsouth line of said 
boulevard. 

‘*S8ec. 20 of the constitution provides that 
private property cannot be taken for private 
use, with oor without compensation, 
unless by the consent of the 
owner. ° ° . In the case of 
the River Rendering Co. vs. Behr, 77th Mo., 

go 9i, this was expressly and specifically 
vecided. Sec. 21 of the Constitution provides: 
*That private property shall not be taken or 
damaged for public use without just com- 
pensation. Such compensation shall be as- 
certained by ajudge or board of commis- 
sioners of not less than three freeholders in 
such manner as may be provided by law.’ 

**In the case of Lowry vs. Rainwater, 70th 
Mo., page 152, this section was passed upon 
and the opinion ofthe court Is clear and ex- 
plicit upon the subject. 

**Sec. 80 of the Constitution prohibits the 
Geprivation of any person of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law. 

**The foregoing are the three sections of the 
constitution relied upon by defendant in sup- 
portof his demurrer andtodischarge him 
apa hence witbout date. 

**To ascertain whether the position of de- 
fendant is tenable it is necessary to analyze 
those sections of the constitution in con- 
nection with the act of the Legisila- 
ture and ordinance of the city, estab- 
lishing Forest Park boulevard. Is estab- 
lishbin a limit for the erection 
or pulidings on the north and south lines of 
a boulevard, forty feet from the buliding

‘‘From the foregoing analysis, I am of the 
opinion that thus far the position of defend.- 
antis untenable.

2, of the constitu- 
tion, said: ‘Looking at this defense from 
the most favorable standpoint, it is evident 
that it is untenable.’ 

CANNOT DECLARE AN ACT VOID. 

**The next question: ‘Istheactof the Legis- 
lature unconstitutional?’ Courts cannot de- 
clare an act of the Legislature void, however 
unjust or er it may be,unless it clearly 
conflicts with specific provisions of the con- 
stitution. 8t. Louis County Court vs. Gris- 
wold, 68 Mo., page 175. In all cases the courts 
presume that acts of the Legislature are con- 
stitutional. The burden is upon him who al- 
leges the contrary to prove it beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt. State vs. Addington, State 
ex rel.

‘*The mere assertion, as in this case, that it 
is unconstitutional is not the degree of proof 
necessary. My attention iscalled especially 
to the case of Commonwealth vs. Behr, 13 Ky. 
In this case the Legislature passed a law pro- 
hibiting the mooping ofa livery stable within 
6800 feet of the Fair Grounds. This was an act 
that discriminated in favor of one property 
owner as against another. This is not an 
analogous case. The defendant in this case, 
as to his property, istreated identically the 
same as are all other persons owning proper- 
ty fronting on Forest Park boulevard. The 
primal question here is: Can the State re- 
strict a property-ownerin the @nanner and 
use of his property?

IMMIGRANT RESTRICTIONS. 


Regulations Proposed by Merchants of 
Boston. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 8.—The Boston Mer- 
chants’ Association has discussed the im- 
migration question and adopted rules and 
recommendations tothe effect thatall per- 
sons Gesiring to emigrate to the United 
States with a view of becoming citizens 
should be obliged to produce a consular cer- 
tificate before landing, which shall embody 
these facts and qualifications: 

1. A declaration showing with what object 
and intent the applicant proposed emigrat- 
ing, his resources, occupation and plans for 
living. 

2. Kn official declaration from the local 
authorities where the applicant has lived 
showing that he has never been convicted of 
crime or supported atthe Government ex- 

nse and that he wasin reasonably good 
ealth and mental soundness. 

8. The consuls should also satisfy them- 
selves by rsonal observation and test 
as to the emigrant’s illiteracy and his ability 
to read and write in his own language might 
fairly be required. 

4. The emigrant should be soundedas to 
whether or not he has any appreciation 
of our Government and the principles upon 
which itis founded, and has a purpose in a 
government of the ate to be loyal to the 
Government of the United States and become 
a good citizen thereof.

A Countryman Supposed to Be PF. M. 
Parks, Beaten to Death. 


John and Leo Leuder, baggagewagon 
drivers, are under arrest on suspicion of 
having caused the death of a countryman 
supposed to be P. M. Parks of Williamson 
County, Ill., who died yesterday afternoon 
at the City Hospital from the effectsofa 
terrific beating received at the Union Depot.

He was taken to the City Hos- 
pital, where he died at 5:15 o’clock. Inhis 
pockets were found a purse containing $18.76, 
a tax receipt made out to P. M. Parks, Will- 
lamson Co,, Illl., and alaundry bill.

Story of Happenings in the Grand-Jury 
Room—tThreats of White Caps. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 8.—The sad fate of 
Journalist Trickey, who was killed in at- 
tempting to board a railway train in Canada, 
adds another tragic chapter tothe Borden 
case.

State witnesses were reluctant and acted as 
ifthey wanted to belleve Lizzie Borden inno- 
cent: The witnesses for defense, however, 
camein, testified freely and handled the 
truth carelessly, to say the least. At the 
eleventh hour the friends of Lizzie A. Borden 
came up penitent or consicence stricken and 
told that which clinched the case in the 
minds of the jurors. I think the District At- 
torney was satisfied he could get the indict- 
ment without the admissions made by the 
defense, 

**We founda billagainst Lizzie A. Borden 
the day before we came in,’’ said the jury- 
man, ‘‘and the next morning, when we were 
considering another case, the District Attor- 
ney read us a letter which he had received 
from Brattleboro, Vt.. which was to the 
effect that the best thing he, the District At- 
torney, could do was to let Lizzie Borden out 
and give her her freedom and lock Bridget 
Sullivan up in one cell and John V. Morse in 
another, and ending: ‘Now, if the jurors 
find a bill against Lizzie A. Borden, look out 
lor White Caps.’ 

‘**The District Attorney got lots of letters 
about the case, and after the recess the 
friends of Lizzie said they might as well tell 
all they knew about the case.’’

The suggestion that an income tax be 
enacted in order to meet the huge expense

ADVERTISING NEW IDEAS. 


A curious case of ultra conservative mad- 
ness has appeared in St, Paul, where Prof. 
Ely of the University of Wisconsin has 
been severely rebuked for some radical 
opinions uttered in a course of lectures on 
rapid transitin cities. The lectures were 
delivered for a church society ina church 
parlor, and were not intended to influ- 
ence practical thought or produce any im- 
mediate effect on public opinion. They 
were probably in no wise different from 
thousands of other such lectures delivered 
in colleges and on platforms ahd which 
are promptly forgotten by their hearers. 

Yet these lectures of an impractical 
nature have given grave offense to 
friends of the established order who 
that Prof. Ely is encour- 
aging the spirit of discontent. The 
condition of rapid transit in cities is 
very satisfactory to the stockholders of 
the railway companies, and they can’t un- 
derstand why on earth other people don’t 
share their contentment. To them it ap- 
pears incomprehensible that prosperity 
cannot be enjoyed by proxy, and to ques- 
tion the social value of any institution or 
system which is profitable to them is little 
short of criminal. 

It is the old story of Saturn who made 
oysters torathousand years, and then for 
another thousand because he dared not 
make anything new. And the event 
proved that so far as he was concerned he 
was right, for when he did adopt a liberal 
policy the consequences were disastrous. 
When Saul discovered that young David 
entertained new-fangled notions he 
made it hot for him. The young 
fellow did not propose to do any- 
thing startling, but he was forced to 
withdraw to the cave of Adullam, ‘‘and 
every one that wasin distress, and every 
one that was in debt, and every one that 
was discontented, gathered themselves 
unto him,’’ In other words he was driven 
from academic to practical and active op- 
position by the fool fear of a king who had 
the interest of his dynasty too much at 
heart.

The Territory isa vast domain of rich 
but unutilized resources. Its primeval 
forests, wncultivated plains and mountains 
are the haunts of wild beasts and wilder 
men. It isa refuge for criminals. The 
few advantages to be derived from the 
present state of the Territory are prac- 
tically monopolized by the white men who 
marry into the tribes or operate under 
cheaply obtained from the 


privileges 
natives, 

Not only;is the progress of the Indians in 
the arts and modes of civilization hampered 
by their situation, but thé vast expanse of 
uncultivated and unoccupied domain is 
useless to them and hurtful to the country 
in general, Itisa bar to progress, a bar 
to trade, a bar to development and a dead 
load to the entire Southwest. The senti- 
ment which preserves it as it stands is in 
conflict with the best interests of all con- 
cerned. 

It is nearly the last remnant of the old 
and foolish reservation system and is cer- 
tainly the most hurtful of all. Its aboli- 
tion by the allotment of landsin severalty 
and the sale of the superfluous territory 
would have a wonderful effect upon the 
growth and prosperity of the whole South- 
westand of St. Louis in particular, It 
would be of inestimable benefit to the 
Indians, 

From every standpoint, therefore, the 
Missouri Senator’s demand is sound and 


deserves the approval of Congress.

CLEVELAND'S PROBASLE STAND OF SIL- 
VER TO BE GIVEN. 


Another Revolution Brewing inthe Bra- 
Zilian Prowinces—Complexion of the 
New French Cabinet-—Reforms Urged 
by British Agriculturiste—Destitution 
in Nova Scotia—Foreign News. 


. BRUSSELS, Dec. 8..When the International 
Monetary Oonference adjourns at the end of 
next week it will probably leave the respec- 
‘tive’ governments represented to decide 
whether or not it shall reassemble fn Janu- 
ary. The American and other bi-metallic 


delegates will try to obtain from the con- 


ference a recommendation to all the gov- 
ernments to allow from a year to eighteen 
months to elapse before taking any active 
measures towards changing the present 
currency policy. The advocates of this 
recommendation have in view a possible 
improvementto the general monetary po- 
sition. They also hope much from the 
growth of bimetalism as a political force in 
British politics, The proceedings yesterday 
at the British Agricultural conference in 
London struck some of the delegates like a 
revelation, Prof. Andrews, an American 
delegate, who is President of Brown Univer- 
sity, will be invited this afternoon as a Dem- 
ocrat and personal friend of President-elect 
Cleveland to inform the conference as tothe 
probable attitude of the coming Washington 
Government towards silver. 

It is considered unlikely that, at the meet- 
ing of the conference this afternoon, there 
will be an immediate discussion of the pro- 
posals of Sir William Houldsworth, bi-metal- 
list, of the British delegation, to the effect 
that a bi-metallic union should be formed by 
nations willing to enter intosuch an arrange- 
ment, and that nations preferring to retain a 
single gold standard should undertake to @6s- 
tablish the following, or similar arrange- 
ment, viz: Thattheir mints should receive 
silver Dullion in not less quantity than a fixed 
minimum against receipts,noting the quantity 
and valued at aspecified rate per ounce, to 
be determined by International agreement, 
the quantity sospecified tobe delivered by 
weight to bearer whenever demanded and in 
no other manner, oron no other account 
whatsoever, the receipts to circulate as 
money. 

The prevalent opinion ofthe conference fs 
opposed to Sir William’s plan, and it 1s ex- 
pected that it will be submitted to a special 
committee for preliminary consideration. 


THE FRENCH CABINET. 


M, RIBOTAND HIS COLLEAGUES OF THE NEW 
MINISTRY. 


PARIS, Dec. 8.—For the second time M, 
Alexandre Ribot assumes direction of affairs 
as the head of the French Ministry. On the 
former occasion of his assuming the duties of 
Premier he took the place just vacated by M. 
de Freycinet. He isa stanch Republican and 
one of the strongest men in jFrance to- 
day. Tas new Premier represents 
St. Omer in the Chamber of 
Deputies, is in the early 50s anda lawyer 
by profession. Ribot was Director of Crim- 
inal Affairs in the Dufaire Cabinet, but his 
political Nfe dates from 1878 only. As ab or- 
ator his style is direct and eloquent. Heisa 
tall, weli-built man, with a prepossessing 
face and manner, is tres distingue in appear- 
ance and always gentile. He is a speaker of 
rare power, 

As Minister of Fore'gn Affairs the duty has 
devolved on him on two or three occasions of 
speaking in the name of the Cabinet and his 
utterances were marked by unexpected 
Strength and clearness. 

M. skibot has done more work than talking, 
a trait conspicuous by its absence in the ma- 
jority of ministers. Many questions have 
arisen requiring not only delicate handling, 
bat all the acumen of a diplomatist, and he 
has gone through them with credit to him- 
self and honor to the French republic. 

Iie has shown himself to be an eminent 
Minister, and what he has accomplished has 
all been tothe glory of this country. One of 
the wisest acts of his life was when he 
wedded his present wife. Mme, Ribot tsan 
American lady by birth. Several years ago 
she was Miss Minnie burch and lived in 
Chicago.

The Libre Parole, M. Drumont’s paper, has 
causeda sensation by announcing that M. 
Bourgeois, the new Minister of Justice, has 
ordered the arrest of all parties criminally 
implicated by the Panama developments. It 
is also stated that Minister of Justice Bour- 
geols has confirmed the orderfor the post- 
mortem on Baron Reinach’s body. If M. 
Ribot reports the non-agreement of M., 
Ricard and Loubet with the Cabinet respect- 
ing the legal powers of the Panama Canal In- 
Vestigating Committee, there will be a de- 
mand for a dissolution, and a presidential 
crisis will be tnevitable. 

The Journal des Debats says that the mem- 
bers of the Right consider the virtual dec- 
laration of the ousted Cabinet a slight on the 
Chamber and intend to protest. The public, 
bowever, is tiring of the continual squabbles, 
and unless Premier Ribot intends to stifle the 
Panama inquiry he will get a vote of confi- 
dence. 


THE PANAMA INQUIRY. 

In Henri Rochefort’s paper an article ap- 
pears to-day in which the writer declares 
that the German Emperor hates the French 
republic on the personal ground 
that Prince Bismarck accepted it, 
&s well as his own political preju- 
dices. He therefore struck up an acquaint- 
ance with the Comte de Paris, who, through 
his political agent, M. Dufeulle, brought up 
certain - secret papers connected with the 
Panama canal enterprise, intending to scat- 
ter their contents broadcast on the eve of the 
general elections. The story is believed by 
many in political quarters,

SOUTHERN REPUBLIOS, 


ANOTHER REVOLUTION LIKELY IN THE BRAZIL- 
IAN PROVINCES. 

VALPARAISO, Dec, 7.—A correspondent on 
the Uruguayan-Brazillan frontier telegraphs 
that it is certain the federals in Rio Grande 
do Sul have large resources in arms and men, 
and that serious trouble may be expected at 
any time. Already there have been some out- 
breaks. At Arijas the entire third regiment 
of cavalry revolted, cutting the telegraph 
lines and are sacking the commercial houses 
and killing Republicans, Skirmishing is go- 
ing on in a desultory way in various parts of 
the State of Rio Grande,. The Federals were 
preparing for a generai move on Dec, 15, but 
the outbreak at Borja precipitated matters. 
Rafael Cubada, the commander of the gar- 
rison at Borja, was idolized by the Federals, 
and he has joined their ranks. 

The chiefs of the Federal movement, it Is 
said, number 10,000 men fully armed, Their 
commissary is indeed in bad condition but 
they have plenty of money, 

Uruguayans along the frontier are joining 
their ranks and have brought with them 3,000 
Manserrifies. The Uruguayan Government 
has 1,000 men guarding the frontier. 

The Republicans bola Santa Ana with a 
regiment of iniantry, two batteries of ar- 
tillery and the equadron of cavalry. The 
loyalty of the troops is, however, doubted. 


COLUMBIAN CONGRESS. 

PANAMA, Dec. 8.—The Congress of the Re- 
public of Colombia has confirmed several 
treaties and arrangements with foreiga pow- 
ers. Theconventionin France is agreed to, 
giving that country material advantages. A 
treaty of commerce and tnavigation with 
Germany is confirmed. The extradition 
treaty entered into with Spain Is also con- 
firmed, and Congress has approved the con- 
vention with the Vatican for an additional 
concordant as to the relations of church and 
State. °

CONCESSIONS MADE TO SECURE THE GERMAN 
ARMY BILL’S PASSAGE. 

BERLIN, Dec. 8.—The Bundesrath in modi- 
fying the duties on alcohol in Count Von Cap- 
rivi’s pills, intended to meet the army in- 
crease, makes a concession to the great land- 
owners, a fact which indicates that the Goy- 
ernment has abandoned hope of coming to 
terms with the advanced Liberals and the 
Radicals.

Seven families 
are now In actual want of the necessaries of 
life and by the istof January twenty more 
will be without food. There are other faml- 
lies whocan barely pull through till spring, 
and none have any suppliesto spare. It is 
likely that relief measures will be instituted 
here.

“POSTAL AFFAIRS, — 


Recommendations Made by Postmaster- 
General Wanamaker. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 8.—The report of 
Postmaster-General Wanamaker is very ex- 
haustive. Following is a brief summary of 


the chief points touched upon: 

In the last four years 5.051 new mall routes have 
deen established, traversing 26,690 miles; the num- 
ber of post-offices has grown by over 8,600; the 
number of monéy-order offices over 8,200, and the 
number of free delivery offices has almost doubled, 
The new foreign teail service contracted for applies 
to eleven lines, comprising, when completed, forty- 
one ships, necessary to make the service contracted 
for frequent enough and quick enough to comply 
with the terms agreed upon. 

Of his proposition to divide the country 
into postal districts, Mr. Wanamaker says: 


Its adoption can only be a question oftime. Each 
district would bein charge ofa postal supervisor or 
director, and the regular inspectors of the depart- 
ment should assist these supervisors as they might 
be needed. Then ail matters relating to the estab- 
lishment and discontinuance of post-offices, the es- 
tablishment of new stations, appointments 
and removals, the best utilization of and 
changes in rules, the putting on and the 
taking off of service, the right interpretation of the 
regulations, irregularities, and in general the whole 
business conduct of the service, would be superin- 
Sended personally by the district supervisors, with 
the assistance of the regular inepectors and all the 
postmasters in the district, who would feel, as never 
before, that their efforts on behalf of adequate 
facilities and economical and enterprising manage- 
ment would find appreciation. 

The district supervisors could act under rules 
without reference to the departmentat Washington, 
end without useless delay; they would be the coun- 
selorsofthe department, the general medium of 
communication with it. and the First Assistant 
Postmaster-General would be constituted the Comp- 
troller, to whom the supervisors should report. The 
members of (Congress would find themselves reileved 
of noend of disagreeatic departmental drudgery. 
end the department would come directiy in touch 
with the postal employes, aud they in turn would be 
better in touch with the people served. 

The first objection to such adeparture is that it is 
»*hald to increase the civil list by 100 men. This ex- 
nee would be infinitely small compared with the 
savings which would actually result from this closer 
supervision of the service, and the slight increase in 
the civil list would be counterbalanced many times 
over by the consolidation of the forces and by the 
better performance of the work by fewer people.

MES. MAYBRICK’S CONDITION, 


The Woking Prison Authorities Refuse to 
Impart Any Information. 

LONDON, Dec. 8.—Notwithstanding that 
none of Mrs. Maybrick’s friends in London 
hadany knowledge that she was critically 
lll, as was announced in these dispatches 
yesterday, (representatives of the press 
caused inquiry to De made at Woking Prison 
to learn ifthere was any truth in the report 
that she was dying. Application was made 


to the Governor of the prison and this morn- 
ing an answer received Stating that 
no information could be given without 
permission froma higher autbority. It has 
been learned from other sources that Mrs. 
Maybrick’s condition was critical on Tues- 
day last. Her illness was soserlous that the 
governor ofthe prison telegraphed tothe 
Baroness de Rogues, Mrs. Maybrick’s mother, 
at Rouen, and she arrived in England yester- 
day and proceeded at oncetothe prison. It 
was thought Mrs. Maybrick was dying, and 
the sacrament was administered to 
her. She made the last confes- 
sion of a dying prisoner, which 
in case of death 1s legally attested and given 
to the prisoner’s next of kin. Mrs. Maybrick 
swears that she was innocent of any in- 
tentordeed or act against the Hfe of her 
husband, James siaybrick, for whose mur- 
der by polson she Is now undergvuing life im- 
prisonment. The Baroness de Rowues was 
only allowed to see her daughter for a short 
time. Mrs. Daybrick had several hemor- 
rhages of the lungs, which left her so weak 
that if they occur againshe will probably die. 
She has been suffering from these hemor- 
rhages for six weeks. She has petitioned 
Mr. Herbert Asquith, the Home Secretary, to 
release herfrom prison before her disease 
becomes incurable. :'

IMPORTANT DECISION. 


Opinion From Judge Gresham on the 


Interstate Commerce Act. 

CuricaGco, Ill., Dec, 8.—Judge Gresham ren- 
dered yesterday one of the most important 
decisions which have been handed down 
since the interstate commerce act 
was enacted. Last July W. G. Brunson, 
David Brown, Sumner Hopkins, Henry 
Walker, W. R. Sterling and others refused to 
answer certain questions propounded by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, ana under 
the 12th section of the act District Attorney 
Milchrist brought a petition before Judge 
Gresham to compel the production of the 
books andthe answering of the questions. 
Judge Gresham, in a long opinion, refuses to 
grant the petition to compel the witnesses to 
testify and produce books, holding that the 
court could not be made subsidiary to ora 
subordinate auxiliary to a non-judicial and 
administrative body. This is the famous 
case in which the Chicago & Grand 
Trunk, the Calumet & Lblue Island, 
the Chicago & Southeastern, the Jollet, 
Blue Island, Chicago & Kenosha, Milwaukee, 
Bayview & Chicago, Balttmore & Ohio, Chi- 
cago & Eastern lilinols, Big Four, Chicago & 
Erie, Michigan Central, Lake Shore, Nickel 
Plate, Pennsylvania, Wabash and Lacka- 
wanna were accused of unjust discrimina- 
tion in favor of large Chicago shippers, no- 
tably the lllinols Steel Co. 

‘*The commission was engaged in investl- 
gating charges of unlawful discrimination 
against certain rallroad companies,’’ 
said Judge Gresham, **an this 
court is asked to aid that body 
in obtaining evidence which, it is claimed, 
will tend to support the charge. The subject 
of the inquiry is not brought here 
for dajudication and this court 
can exercise no discretion be- 
yond deciding whether the evidence 
demanded is pertinent to the charge and 
within the general scope of the twelfth sec- 
tion ofthe act. Congress cannot thus make 
a judicial department a mere adjunct or in- 
strument of elther of the other departments 
of Government.’’ 

Cohcluding Judge Gresham says: 

‘*Undoubtedly Congress may confer upona 
non- judicial body authority to ob- 
tain information necessary for legiti- 
mate governmental purposes and make 
refusal to appear and «m@ testify 
before it touching matters pertinent to an 
authorized inquiry an offense punishable by 
the courts, subject, however, to the privilege 
of witnesses to make no disclosures which 
might tendto incriminate them or subject 
them to penalties or forfeitures, “he 
prosecution of an action for vio- 
lation of such a statute ould clearly 
be an original suit or contro- 
versy between parties within the meaning of 
the constitution and not a mere application 
like the present one, for the exercise of the 
judicial power in aid ofa non-judiciai body. 

‘*So much of sec. 12 as authorizes or re- 
quires the courts touse their powers in aid 
of inquiries before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission is unconstitutional and void and 
the application is dismissed for want of juris- 
diction to entertain it.’’ 

District Attorney Milchrist at once gave no- 
tice that he should apply fora review of the 
case by the Supreme Court. 

The railroad lawyers are jubilant, feeling 
that a have now virtually established the 
unconstitutionality of the interstate com- 
merce law,

A WOUND IN THE NECK. 


Mystery Surrounding an Injury Received 
by Wr. Robert B. King. 

Mr. Robert B. King, whose recent separa- 
tion from his wife, the widow of ex-Mayor 
Arthur B. Barrett, has been the subject of 
much comment in social circles, the particu- 
lars oftheirtroubles being given wide pub- 
lication, is now the central figure of another 
story in which there are hints at attempted 
suicide. Since his separation from his wife 


Mr. King has been roomingat the house of 
Mrs. Yates, No. 4149 Olive street. Last Fri- 
day morning he was found in his 
room suffering from a wound in 
the neck, and there were traces of 
blood to be seen onthe carpet and furnish- 
ings. It would appear that he made no ex- 
planation of how the wound In the neck was 
received, but Dr. J. P. Bryson was sent for 
and dressed the wound, which was not a 
dangerous one, after which Mr. King was 
taken by his brother, John W. King, pay- 
master of the Missouri Pacific Railroad, to 
the latter’s residence, No, 2125 Geyer avenue.

JAY GOULD’S MILLIONS. 


Synopsis of the Will Made by the Great 
Financier. 


New York, Dec. 2.—Judge Dillon, the coun- 
sclfor the executors of Jay Gould’s will, 
makes publicthe abstract and codicils of his 
last will, which fis dated Noy. 21, 18932. Fol- 
lowing is an accurate summary: 

1. The specific legacies: There are given 
to his sister, Mrs. Northrop, and her daugh- 
ters, the three lots of ground in Camden, N. 
J.,on which his sister lives. There is also 


fm specific bequest to Mrs. Northrop of 
$25,000, and the further sum of $2,000 an- 
nually to be pald to her during her life in 
equal quarterly payments. To his sisters, 
Mrs. Anna G,. Hough and Mrs. Elizabeth 
Valen, and to his brother, Avraham Gould, 
there is given the sum of $25,000 each, and 
also the further sum of $2,000 annually aur- 
ing their lives, payable in equal quarterly 
payments. 10 his daughter, Helen M. Gould, 
he gives in fee simple absolute the house in 
which he lived, No. 579 Fifth avenue, and all 
ofthe furniture, books, paintings, statuary, 
Silver plate and household contents therein. 
To his son Edwin, he givesin feesimple ab- 
solute the house No. 1 East torty-ninth 
Street, with all the furniture and household 
contents therein. To his daughter, Helen, 
he madeaspecifiCc bequest of his portrait, 
painted by Herkemer. Healso gives to his 
daughter, Helen, until the youngest 
child shall arrive ot age, the 
use of his residence at irvington 
commonly called ‘*Lindhurst,’’ free of 
taxes, and all of the furniture, books, paint- 
ings and household contents therein; and 
also the sum of $%,000 per month—stating that 
this was done in the expectation that his 
minor thildren, Anna and Frank J., as well 
as hisson Howard will, during the period 
above provided tor, make their home with 
his daughter Helen. To his namesake and 
grandson, Jay Gould, son of George J.Gould, 
he gives the sum of $50,000, to be held in 
trust for the sald grandson by George J. 
Gould, with authority to apply the same to 
the support and education of the sald grand- 
son, andto pay one-fourth of the same to 
him at the age of 25, one-fourth at the age of 
*0,and the remaining half at 385, with the 
power to pay the same atearlier periods, in 
the discretion of his father. 

To his son, George J. Gould, he makes a be- 
quest substantially In the following words: 

*-My beloved son, George J. Gouid, having 
developed a remarkable business ability, and 
having fortwelve years devoted himself en- 
tirely to my business, and during the past 
five years taken entire charge of allmy difi- 
cult interests, I hereby fix the value of liis 
services at $5,000,000, payabie as follows: Five 
hundred thousand dollars in cash, less the 
aipount advanced by me forthe purchase of 
a house for him on Fifth avenue, New York 
City ; $500,000 in Missourl Pacific 6-per cent 
mortgave bonds; $500,000 In St. Louts, lron 
Mountain & Southern Rallway Co. consoli- 
dated 5-percent bonds; $500,000 In Missouri 
l’acitic Kallway trust 5-per cent bonds, 10,000 
Shares of Manhattan Railway stock, 10,v00 
shares of Western Union stock and 10,000 
Shares of Missouri Pacific stock, all to be 
taken and treated as worth par.’’ 

Heappointsas executors and trustees of 
his willhis sons, George J. Gould, Edwin 
Gould and Howard Gouid, and his daughter, 
Helen M. Gould, with a provision thatin 
case a vacancy shall happen, by death or 
otherwise, his son, Frank J. Gould, isto bea 
trustee when he shall have reached the age 
of 21 years, and in Case of finother vacancy 
he appoints his daughter, Anna Gould, to fill 
such vacancy when she shall have reached 
the age of 21 years, no bonds to be required 
of the executors and trustees. Geo. J. Gould 
and Helen M. Gould -_are appointed 
guardians of Anna M. Gould and Frank J. 
Gould during their minority. Alltherest of 
his estate is devisedand bequeathed to said 
executors and trustees in trust—first to dli- 
vide the same into six equal parts or shares 
and to hold and Invest one of such shares for 
each of said children, George J. Gould, Ea- 
win Gould, Howard Gould, Frank J. Gould, 
Helen M. Gould and Anna Gould, with au- 
thority to collect and receive, pay and apply 
the income thereof to each child for life, with 
power to each to dispose of the same by will 
in favor of issue,and in case of death without 
issue each share of the one dying going to the 
surviving brothers and sisters and to the iIs- 
sue of any Geceased child, shareand share 
alike per stirpes and not per capita. He al- 
rects that these trusts shall be kept separate 
and be separately Kept so that no differences 
shall be made by reasonofany gifts or ad- 
vancements made heretofore or for any of 
his children. 

In case of differences of opinion among the 
executors and trustees as to holding and re- 
taining securities or investments in manag 
ing the estate, he directs that so longas there 
shall be five executors and, trustees the de- 
cision of four shall be conclusive, and when 
four that the decision of three shall be con- 
clusive, witha further provision in the coudl- 
cil of Nov. 21, 1892, as follows: 

‘*The better to protect and conserve the 
values of my properties it is my cesire, andl 
su direct and provide, that the shares of any 
railway or other incorporated companies at 
any time held by my trustees, or my said 
trustees, shall always be voted by them or by 
their proxies atall corporate meetings asa 
unit; and in case my said executors and 
trustees, or my said trustees, do not confer as 
to how such stock shall be voted,then,in view 
ofthe fact that my son Geo. J. Gould has for 
years had the management of my properties 
and is famillar with them and with other 
like properties, I direct and provide that in 
such event his judgment shail control, and 
he is hereby authoriged and empowered to 
vote the said shares in person or by proxy, 
in such manner as his judgment shall dic- 
tate.’’ ‘There is the usual provisions in the 
will that the property of his daughters Is for 
their sole and separate use, free from any 
estate or control of their husvands, and pro- 
hibiting all dispositions for charges by any 
ofthe legatees, by Way of anticipation or 
otherwise. There is a provision that if any 
of his children shall marry without the con. 
sent of a majority of the executives and 
trustees, then the share allotted to such child 
shall be reduced one-half, and the other half 
ofsuch share shall be transferred to such 

rsons who, under the laws of the State of 

lew York, would take the same if the testa- 
tor had died intestate.

THE MISSING PASTOR. 


Unavailing Search for Rev. F. 8. Mo- 
Cleary of Brooklyn. 

BROOKLYN, N. Y., Dec. 8.—The anxious 
relatives and friends of Rev. 8S. F. McCleary 
are still completely in the dark as to the 
whereabouts of the missing pastor. Dr. Mc- 
Cleary was assistant pastorof the Church of 
Our Savior in this city. The police of at least 
four cities are now trying to unravel the 
mystery of his disappearance from this city 
last Friday. Although the young man’s 


fatner, in Brookline, Mass., thinks that his- 


son is at the bottom of Long Island Sound, 
his Brcoklyn friends see no reason to assent 
to this theory. 

There is no doubt that the missing man was 
mentally unbalanced when he left his Dboara- 
ing house, No. 124 Hicks street. He paid his 
board to date and left a note to his landiady, 
Mrs. Williams, saying that she could rent his 
room, as he was going away. He wished her 
to pack histrunk while he was away. Most 
of his clothing and personal effects he left in 
the room. When Mrs. Williams-came to iook 


‘for his trunk, however, she could not find it. 


He alsoleft oneof his visiting caras in the 
room, upon both sides of which he had 
scrawled in an incoherent way thathe was 
unworthy to be a minister of the sGospel and 
that his conscience would not let him rest. 
Miss Harrington, teacher of the kindergar- 
ten, connected withthe Willow Street Mis- 
sion, received a note from Mr. McCleary post- 
marked **New York, Dec. 2.’’ The note went 
on tosay that he was going away from his 
work for a few days and wished her to look 
out for his mission work in his absence, Dr, 


Francis of Brookline, Mass., received a letter 
dated ‘*‘On the sound,’? and postmarked 
**Fall River, 1:30 p. m., Dec. 3.’’ It is said he 
was seen aboard the Plymouth. The fact 
that he posted the letter at Fall River leaves 
no ground for belief that he jumped into the 
Sound. 

That Mr. McCleary is far away from Brook. 
lyn seems to be considered as certain. 
A thorough search of the local hospitals and 
asylums and Kindred institutions has gven 
no clew to his whereabouts. There wasa 
flutter of excitement when the re- 
portofthe finding of adrowned body at 
Staten Island Was made known. The man’s 
identity, however, does not tally with the 
description of Mr. Cleary furnished to the 
police.

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THE NEW HIGH LICENSE BILL. 


The Document Drawn Up by the Missouri 
Temperance Reform Association. 
One of the frst bills that will be introduced 
in the House when the Thirty-seventh 
General Assembly convenes, will be intro- 
duced by amember from Jackson County.

ofa majority of the property holders in the 
block ‘Where he anticipates establishing such 
a bar-room, is compelled, to secure the con- 
sent of all property holders within 300 feet of 
his pence of business.

Seed Eaten for Food and the Future Un- 
promising. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 8.—Frederick 
Grolph of the firm of Alfred Mosler, grain 
importer at Antwerp, isat the West Hotel. 
When approached onthe Russian grain situ- 
ation he said that while the crop in some dls- 
tricts where seed was obtainableand horses 
could be had to work the ground may prove 
to be an average one, there are other dls- 
tricts in which the starving people ate the 
seed furnished by the Government.

‘There is a deal 
of talk about Bob Fitzsimmons acting as chief 
adviser for Peter, but shifty Bob declines to 
say whether he willornot. If he does itis 
many points in his man’s favoras the lanky 
Australian knows all of Peter’s strong points 
as wWellas his weak ones and is very well 
posted on Goddard ’s failings. 

The two men are remarkable fighters inas- 
much as they depend less on science than on 

force. Goddarda’s way of
